NEW IRRIGATION 


Text of tho 1SI11 aranting Rlglit-of-Way 


for Canal Purposes. 


Following is the full text of au impor- 


tant bill passed by the Senate Tuesday, 
brief mention of winch was made by the 
Associated Press: 


"Bight ol-way through the public lands 


ol the United States is hereby granted to 
any canal or ditch company formed for the 
purpose ol irrigation only, organized under 
tho laws of any State or Territory, which 
shall have filed with the Secretary of the 
Interior a copy of. the articles of incorpora- 
tion, and due proofs of the organization 
under the same, to tho extent of the ground 
occupied by tho water of the canal and its 
laterals, and fifty feet on each side of the 
marginal limits thereof; also, the right to 
take from the public lands adjacent to the 
line of tho canal or ditch, material, earth 
and stone necessary for the construction of 
such canal or ditch. 


"SECTION 2. Any canal or ditch company 


desiring to secure the benefits of this Act 
shall, within twelve months after the loca- 
tion of ten miles of its canal, if the same 
be%on surveyed lands, and if upon unsur- 
veyed lands within twelve months after the 
survey thereof by the United States, file 
with the Register of the Land Office for the 
district wherein such land is located a map 
of its canal or ditch, and upon the approval 
thereof by the Secretary of the Interior, 
tbe same shall be noted upon the plats in 
said office, and thereafter all such lands 
over which such right-of-way shall pass 
shall be disposed of subject to such right- 
of-way. Whenever any person or corpora- 
tion, in construction of any canal or ditch, 
injures or damages the possession of any 
settlor on public domain, the party com- 
mitting such injury or damage shall be 
liable to the party injured for such injury 
or damage. 


"SBC, 
3. That the provisions of this &ol 


shall apply to all canals and ditches hereto- 
fore or hereafter constructed, whether con- 
structed by corporations or individuals. 
On the filing of certificates and maps 
herein provided for, if such ditch or canal 
has been or shall be constructed by an in- 
dividual or association of individuals, it 
shall be sufficient for such individual or 
association of individuals to file with the 
Secretary of the Interior and llegister of 
the Land Office where such land is located 
a map of the line of such canal or ditob, as 
in the case of a corporation with the name 
of the individual, owner or owners thereof, 
together with the articles of the associa- 
tion, if any there be. The places hereto- 
fore filed shall have the benefits of this Act 
from the date of their filing, as though 
filing after if; provided, that if any section 
of said canal shall not be completed within 
five years after the location of said section, 
the rights herein granted shall be forfeited 
aa to cny incomplated section of said canul 
or ditch to the extent that the same is not 
computed at date of forfeiture. 


"SEC. 4. That nothing in this Act shall 


authorize auch canal or ditoh company to 
occupy such right-of-way except for the 
purpose of said canal or ditch, and then 
only so far as may be necessary for the 
construction, maintenance and care of such 
canal or ditoh."

It is a bac 
plan to delay such work until the last mo' 
rnent. 
The working of the annual ex 


penditnre feature of our mining*lawa is 
now so well known as to require no fur- 
ther explanation. 
If the work is no 


done each year the claim is subject to re- 
location. When ownats let location rights 
lapse and then take the chances in relocat- 
ing themselves they are apt to find some 
one else on the ground if it is at all prom- 
ising. 


The mining laws are liberal enough and 


should be strictly complied with. 
The 


idea of men holding ground from year to 
year without working it is a bad one, anc 
the laws are intended to prevent this 
They prevent also one man holding i 
dozen or so claims unless ho does some 
work on them nil. Tho amount of work 
is plainly specified, and there is no excuse 
for neglecting it. Men with any enter- 
prise or forethought will do it now and 
not put it off till the last moment. 


A Remarkable Invention.

He has com- 
pounded a fuel, which, in his opinion, is 
destined to entirely revolutionize modern 
warfare, and to put a stop to the horrible 
earnnge with which wart) are at present 
conducted. His plan is to burst a shell 
contianing this fluid, which on liberation is 
converted into a gas, under the effects of 
which every living being within a con- 
siderable space becomes unconscious and 
remains so for two or three hours. 
The 


effect of the gas is not impaired by dilu- 
tion with atmospheric air, and it is said to 
be absolutely certain in its effects. 
Dr. 


Jnenemann contends that tioops fired at 
with bis shells could be easily disarmed, 
and the object of war attained without 
shedding blood, and even without injuring 
the belligerants, as the inhalation of tbe 
gas produces no permanent effects. 
The 


Austrian waro.ffice having refused to make 
a trial of the shells on the ground that 
there is no fund available for such experi- 
ments, Dr. Juenemann left for London to- 
day to lay his invention before the English 
authorities.
